INTITULED 

An Act to confirm Provisional Orders of the Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland relating to tlie towns of Carlow 
and Listowel, and to the Newtownards Gas Undertaking. 

W HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland have, under 
the provisions of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 
and the Gas and Water Works Facilities Acts, 1870-1873, made 
certain Provisional Orders relating to Carlpw Town, Listowel, and 
6 the Newtownards Gas Undertaking : 

And whereas the Newtownards Gas Order lias been amended by 
Parliament, and that Order, as so amended, and the Carlow Town 
and Listowel Orders, as made by the Local Government Board for 
Ireland, are set out in the Schedule to this Act : 

10 And whereas it is requisite that the said Orders should be con- 
firmed by Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice ar.d consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
16 by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The Orders set out in the Schedule hereunto annexed shall 
be and the same are hereby confirmed, and all the provisions thereof 
shall, from and after the passing of tliis Act, have full validity and 
force. 

20 2. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board 

(Ireland) Provisional Orders Confirmation (Carlow, Listowel, and 
Newtownards) Act, 1883.

CARLOW TOWN. 

Provisional Order. 

Whereas the Town Commissioners of the town of Carlow, situate in the 5 
barony of Carlow, in the county of Carlow, and in tho barony of Slieveinargy, 
in the Queen’s county, being the Urban Sanitary Authority of tho Urban 
Sanitary District consisting of the said town, have applied to tho Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland, in pursuance of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 
section 206, for a Provisional Order to transfer from tho grand juries of the 10 
said counties respectively to the said Urban Sanitary Authority the jurisdiction, 
power, and authority with respect to roads, bridges, footpaths, and public works, 
within the said district, vested in the said grand juries respectively : 

And whereas all advertisements and notices required by the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, having been previously published and given, tho Local 15 
Government Board for Ireland have caused a local inquiry to he made into the 
matter of the said application : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland as follows : 

1. Prom and after the timo of tho confirmation of this Order by Parliament, 

the jurisdiction, power, and authority with respect to roads, bridges, footpaths, 20 
and public works within tho urban sanitary district consisting of the town of 
Carlow (except public works chargeable to tho county of Carlow and to the 
Queen’s county, respectively, at large), shall be transferred from the grand 
juries of the county of Carlow and of the Queen's county, respectively, to tho 
Urban Sanitary Authority of the said urban sanitary district, and, after such 25 
transfer, it shall not be lawful for tho said grand juries, or cither of thorn, to 
make any presentment with regal’d to any road, bridge, footpath, or other 
public work within tho said urban sanitary district, except presentments 
chargeable upon the county of Carlow and the Queen’s county, respectively, at 
large. 30 

2. From and after the timo of the confirmation of this Order by Parliament, 
the secretaries of the grand juries of the county of Carlow and of the Queen’s 
county, respectively, shall immediately after each assizes furnish to the clerk of 
the said Urban Sanitary Authority a certificate in writing signed by the said 
secretaries respectively, stating the amount (if any) which the said Urban 35 
Sanitary Authority shall be liable to contribute to the expense of public works 
chargeable to the county of Carlow and the Queen’s county, respectively, at 
large, the presentments for which shall have been presented to ho paid at such 
assizes. 

The amounts thus to be certified by the secretaries of the said grand juries 40 
respectively, shall be calculated as follows : 
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The amount certified by the secretary of the grand jury of the county 
Carlow shall be a sum bearing the same proportion to the total amount of sums 
presented at the preceding assizes to be levied off and charged on the said 
county at large, except sums presented for the salaries of the treasurer of the 
5 county, the secretary of the grand jury, the county surveyor, his clerk and 
assistants, as the amount of the valuation for the time being of rateable here- 
ditaments and premises situate within the part of the said urban sanitary 
district lying within the said county shall bear to the total amount of the 
valuation for the time being of rateable hereditaments and premises situate in 
IQ the said county. 

The amount certified by the secretary of the grand jury of the Queen’s 
county shall be a sum bearing the same proportion to the total amount of sums 
presented at the preceding assizes to be levied off and charged on the said 
county at large, except sums presented for the salaries of the treasurer of thecounty, 
15 the secretary of the grand jury, the county surveyor, his clerk and assistants, 
as the amount of the valuation for the time being of rateable hereditaments and 
premises situate within the part of the said urban sanitary district lying within 
the said county shall bear to the total amount of the valuation for the time 
being of rateable hereditaments and premises situate in the said county. 

20 The said Urban Sanitary Authority shall, within thirty days after the 
delivery of each of the certificates aforesaid, pay to the treasurer of the county 
Carlow and of the Queen’s county, respectively, the amount mentioned in each 
of the said certificates, and the receipt of the treasurer of each of the said 
counties respectively shall be a sufficient discharge for such payments to the 
25 Urban Sanitary Authority, and each of the said treasurers shall receive and 
account for the moneys lodged with him by the Urban Sanitary Authority as 
moneys levied for and received by him in respect of presentments chargeable to 
each of the said counties at large respectively. 

If (at any time) the said Urban Sanitary Authority shall fail to pay within 
30 the time hcrein-before specified the amount certified by the secretary of a grand 
jury in pursuance of the provisions herein-before contained, the liability of 
owners and of occupiers of rateable hereditaments and premises within the 
said urban sanitary district to pay the grand jury cess shall be. revived to 
the extent necessary for the purpose of levying the amount so certified ; and 
35 such payments may be enforced in the same manner in all respects as if this 
Order has not been made. 

3. In the case of any presentment chargeable to either the said county of 
Carlow or to the Queen’s county at large to which the said Urban Sanitary 
Authority shall be bound to contribute as aforesaid, the Baid Urban Sanitary 

40 Authority may traverse such presentment, and such traverse shall be dealt with 
and tried in the same manner in all respects as other traverses of presentments. 

4. This Order shall not in any way affect the levying and enforcing payment 
of arrear, if any, of grand jury cess due at the time of the confirmation of this 
Order. And in cases of contracts for works to be executed within the said 

45 urban sanitary district entered into before the time of the confirmation of this 
Order, and then wholly or partly unperformed, such contracts may be per- 
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formed and carried out in all respects as if this Order had not been made ; and 
the amounts payable to the contractors under such contracts shall be from time 
to time added to the amount of the certificates of each of the secretaries of the 
said grand juries respectively, and shall be levied and paid in all respects in 
the manner herein-before provided in respect of the sums to be included in the 5 
amount of such certificates. 

5. Whereas under the provisions of the 6th and 7th Wm. IV., cap. 116. 
sections 50 and 55, one half of the expense of laying out, fencing, repairing, 
and keeping in order of roads on which Her Majesty’s mails arc carried in 
mail caniages, is charged upon each county at large, it is ordered that, notwith- 10 
standing anything contained in this Order, one half of the 6aid expenses of 
laying out, fencing, repairing, and keeping in order of such roads within the 
said town of Carlow, shall continue to be charged upon the county of Carlow 
and Queen’s county respectively at large, and the amount of such expenses 
may from time to time be deducted from the sum to be paid by the Urban 15 
Sanitary Authority to the treasurers of the said counties respectively, in 
pursuance of the provisions of clause 2 of this Order. 

6. Whereas the grand jury of the county of Carlow have borrowed from the 
Commissioners of Public Works a sum of money which has been expended on 
improvements of the said town, whereof a sum of 1,72 21. 25. Id. remained duo 20 
and unpaid on the first April 1883, and is repayable by half-yearly instalments 

of 146Z. 7s. 4rf., payable on each first day of May and first day of November 
in eaoh year, until the whole of the sum so borrowed shall have been repaid 
with interest thereon ; It is ordered that all instalments of the said sum which 
shall become due and payable after the time of the confirmation of this Order 25 
by Parliament, shall, as between the said Urban Sanitary Authority and the said 
grand jury of the county of Carlow, be borne and paid exclusively by the said 
Urban Sanitary Authority, and the said grand jury of the county of Carlow 
shall thenceforth be exonerated by the said Urban Sanitary Authority from all 
payments in respect of the said advance. And the said Urban Sanitary Authority 30 
shall on the first day of May, and the first day of November in each year, after the 
time of the confirmation of this Order by Parliament, pay to the treasurer of the 
grand jury of the county of Carlow tho sum of 146/. 7s. 4rZ. in respect of the said 
loan, and the receipt of such treasurer shall be a sufficient discharge to the 
said Urban Sanitary Authority for the amount of such payment. And the said 35 
treasurer shall apply the sum so paid in discharge of the instalment then 
accruing due to the Commissioners of Public Works in respect of the said loan: 
Provided always, that nothing herein contained shall in any way prejudice or 
affect the security now held by the said Commissioners of Public Works for the 
repayment of the said loan and all instalments thereof. And it shall be lawful 40 
for the Commissioners of Public Works at all times after the confirmation of 
this Order to levy and enforce payment of all instalments of the said loan, and 
all sums of money from time to time due for interest on the said loan, and of 
the principal thereof, in all respects in the same manner as if this Order had 
not been confirmed by Parliament. 45 
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7. Whereas the grand jury of the county Carlow have entered into and in- 
curred certain obligations towards the Barrow Navigation Company in respect 
of a structure known as the Back Drain within the said urban sanitary district, 
and with respect to keeping the same at all times open and free for the passage 

5 of water from the lands above the said town ; It is ordered that, from and 
after the time of the confirmation of this Order by Parliament, the said Urban 
Sanitary Authority shall discharge and perform all duties and obligations 
relating to the said Back Drain now binding on the said grand jury of the 
county Carlow, and which they are, as aforesaid, bound to perform, and shall 
10 indemnify the said grand jury from all loss, damage, and liability to arise 
thereafter in respect of the duties and obligations aforesaid ; provided that 
nothing contained in this Order shall in any way affect the right of the said 
Barrow Navigation Company to have the said duties and obligations performed 
by the said grand jury, or to damages in respect of the non-performance or 
15 incomplete performance of such obligations, or of any of them. 

8. In order to enable the said Urban Sanitary Authority to defray the ex- 
penses consequent upon and incident to the transfer to them from tbe said 
grand juries respectively of the powers herein-before mentioned, it shall be 
lawful for the said Urban Sanitary Authority to raise and levy an annual rate 

20 not exceeding 2s. in the pound of the rateable value of rateable heredita- 
ments and premises within the said town, which said annual rate shall be in 
addition to all other rates and assessments which the said Urban Sanitary 
Authority have been or are authorised to assess and levy, and shall be assessed, 
levied, and payable in all respects at the same times and in the same manner 
25 as tbe general assessment levied by the said Town Commissioners in pursuance 
of sections sixty to sixty-five (both inclusive) of the Towns Improvement 
(Ireland) Act, 1854. 

9. This Order may be cited and referred to for all purposes as the Carlow 
Town Provisional Order, 1883.

TOWN OF LISTOWEL. 

Provisional Order. 

Whereas there are in the town of Listowel, in the county Kerry, Town 
Commissioners elected under the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854 : 5 

And whereas the number of the inhabitants of the said town being less than 
six thousand, the said Commissioners have presented a petition to the Local 
Government Board for Ireland, in pursuance of the provisions of the seventh section 
of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, praying for a Provisional Order to 
separate the said town from the rural sanitary district consisting of the Listowel 10 
Poor Law Union, wherein the said town is situated, and to constitute the said 
town an urban sanitary distinct : 

And whereas public notice of the purport of the proposed Order having been 
duly given by advertisement in the manner provided by tho said Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, no objection to the proposed Order has been made, and the 15 
guardians of the poor of the Listowel Union have consented to the maldng of 
the said proposed Order : 

And whereas the Local Government Board for Ireland have inquired into 
and considered the matter of the said petition, and it appears to tho said board 
to be proper to comply with the prayer thereof : 20 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland as follows : 

1. From and after tho time when this Order shall be confirmed by Act of 
Parliament, the said town of Listowel shall bo separated from tho rural sanitary 
district consisting of the Listowel Poor Law Union, and thenceforth the said 
town of Listowel shall he constituted an urban sanitary district, subject to all 25 
the provisions of the Acts constituting and regulating urban sanitary districts, 
and to all the provisions of tho Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and of the 
Public Health (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1879, affecting urban sanitary 
districts. 

2. This Order may bo cited and referred to for all purposes as the LiBtowel 30 
Provisional Order, 1883.

NEWTOWNARDS GAS UNDERTAKING. 

Provisional Order. 

Purchase of existing gasworks* &c., under the Gas and Water Facilities Acts, 

5 1870 and 1.873, and the Public Health (Ireland) Acts, 1878 and 1879. 

Whereas the Town Commissioners of the town of Newtownards, in the 
county of Down, elected and acting under the Towns Improvement (Ireland) 

Act, 1854, are the Urban Sanitary Authority of the sanitary district, con- 
sisting of the said town, and are a body corporate for the purposes of the 
10 Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, under the title of the “ Sanitary Authority 
of the town of Hewtownards,” and are herein-after called the “Sanitary 
Authority 

And whereas the said Sanitary Authority have, in pursuance of the 
provisions of the eighty-first section of the said Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 

15 agreed with the Gas Consumers Company, Newtownards (Limited), (hereafter 
called the “Company”) for the purchase of the undertaking, and lands, 
hereditaments, and premises of the said Company : 

And whereas the Local Government Board for Ireland have sanctioned the 
said purchase, and there is now no Company or person other than the 
20 Sanitary Authority authorised by, or in pursuance of, any Act of Parliament or 
any Order confirmed by Act of Parliament, to supply gas for public and private 
purposes supplying gas within any part of the said district : 

And whereas the said Sanitary Authority require additional works for better 
supplying gas to the inhabitants of the said town of Newtownards, and such 
25 additional works are intended to be erected upon the land before referred to : 

And whereas the said Sanitary Authority have presented a petition to the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, in pursuance of the Gas and Waterworks 
Facilities Act, 1870, and the Gas and Waterworks Facilities Act, 1870, Amend- 
ment Act, 1873, and the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and the Public 
30 Health (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1879, praying that they, as such Sanitary 
Authority, may be allowed to put in force the powers of the aforesaid Acts : 

And whereas the said Sanitary Authority have deposited at the office of the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, in Dublin, maps, herein-after referred to 
as “ the deposited maps,” showing the lands, hereditaments, and premises of the 
35 said company, and the additional works intended to be executed thereon by the 
said Sanitary Authority, as aforesaid : 

And whereas all advertisements and notices requxrod by the Gas and. Water- 
works Facilities Acts, 1870 and 1873, and the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 

1878, having been previously duly published, served, and given, it appears to 
40 the Local Government Board for Ireland to be proper to assent to the prayer 
of the said petition : 
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And whereas the grand jury of the county of Down, being the road autho- 
rity of the said district, have consented to the making of this Order : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland as follows : — 

1. This Order may be cited as the Newtownards Gas Order, 1883. 

2. The several words, terms, and expressions to which by the Acts in whole 5 
or in part incorporated with this Order, and by the Gas and Waterworks 
Facilities Act, 1870, meanings arc assigned, have in this Order the same 
respective meanings. 

3. From and after the time of the confirmation of this Order by Parliament, 
the Urban Sanitary Authority of the urban sanitary district, consisting of the 10 
town of Newtownards, in the county of Down, shall be empowered to purchase 
and acquire, but only by agreement, the lands, hereditaments, and premises 
shown on the deposited map, and described in Part I. of the Schedule to this 
Order annexed. 

4. The provisions of the Lands Clauses Consolidation Acts (except with 15 
respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by agreement, and 
with respect to the entry by the promoters of the undertaking), of the Gas- 
works Clauses Act, 1847, except sections thirty to thirty-eight, both inclusive, 
and sections forty-five and forty-six, and of the Gasworks Clauses Act, 
1871, except sections twenty-four to twenty-seven, both inclusive, and sections 20 
twenty-nine and thirty-five, and Schedulo B, are hereby incorporated with this 
Order, except where the same) are expressly varied by this Order, and the said 
provisions of the said Gasworks Clauses Acts shall apply as well to the main 
pipes and works of the undertakers, laid down or constructed before the passing 

of the Act confirming this Order, and situato within the limits of supply, as 25 
defined by this Order, as to any main pipes or works which may be laid down, 
or constructed, under the authority of this Order. 

5. In all cases where tiro grand jury of the county of Down shall be the 
road authority within the menning of this Order, or the persons having the 
control or management of any road, stroet, bridge, sewer, drain, or tunnel, 30 
within the meaning of any of the said incorporated Acts, it shall be lawful for 
the county surveyor for the time being of the northern division of the county of 
Down, or such other person or persons as shall from time to time be appointed 

by the grand jury to perform the dutios of such county surveyor, in liis or their 
own name or names to take any proceedings for recovering any damages, 35 
expenses, or penalties to or for which under this Order or any of the said in- 
corporated Acta the said Sanitary Authority may at any time become liable 
to such road authority or persons having control as aforesaid, or for the enforc- 
ing any duties or obligations which under the same provisions the said Sanitary 
Authority may be bound to perform or observe for the benefit of suoh road 40 
authority or persons having control as aforesaid. 

6. The limits within which the provisions of this Order shall be in force ana 
have effect (in this Order referred to as “ the limits of supply ”) shall be the 
urban sanitary district, consisting of the town of Newtownards aforesaid.

(No. 2). 

7. The Commissioners aforesaid shall be the undertakers for the purposes of 
this Order, and are in this Order referred to as the “ Sanitary Authority." 

8 . It shall be lawful for the Commissioners (subject to the provisions herein- 
after contained) from time to time to borrow any sum or sums of money at 

5 interest on mortgage of their said gas undertaking. And the provisions of the 
Commissioners Clauses Act, 1847, with respect to the mortgages to be executed 
by the Commissioners (except sections eighty -four, eighty -six, and eighty-seven 
of the said Act), shall be incorporated with this Order. Provided that the amount 
of all moneys borrowed by the Sanitary Authority, and secured by mortgage of 
10 their gas undertaking, authorised by this Order, shall not at any time exceed in 
the whole ten thousand pounds, and no higher rate of interest than five pounds 
per cent, per annum shall be paid by the undertakers without the consent of 
the Local Government Board for Ireland, in respect of any moneys borrowed 
by the Sanitary Authority after the passing of the Act confirming this Order, 
15 and secured as aforesaid. The provisions contained in sub-sections (4), (5), and 
( 6 ) of section 238 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, shall apply to 
mortgages executed by the Commissioners under this Order. The provisions 
of section 243 of the same Act shall extend and apply to mortgages executed 
by the Commissioners under this Order; and the term "rates” in the said 
20 section shall include all moneys which shall become payable to the Commis- 
sioners in pursuance of this Order. 



Maintenance and Continuance of Gasworks, and Construction of Additional 
Gasworks, Manufacture and Sale of Gas, Sfc. 

25 9 . The Sanitary Authority may, on the lands shown on the deposited map, 

and described in Part I. of the Schedule to this Order annexed, while they are 
possessed of tbe same, and not elsewhere, maintain and continue, and from time 
to time alter and enlarge their existing gasworks and works connected therewith 
as aforesaid, and they may, on the lands shown on the deposited map. construct 
30 and maintain, and from time to time alter and enlarge, additional retorts, gas 
holders, receivers, purifiers, meters, apparatus, and works for the manufacture 
and storing of gas, and of coke, and other residual products obtained in the 
manufacture of gas, and matter producible therefrom ; and they may, subject 
to the provisions of the Order, make gas and supply and soli the same within 
36 the limits of supply, and may manufacture coal-tar, coke, pitch, asphaltum, and 
ammoniacal liquor, oil, and other residual products obtained in the manufacture 
of gas and matter producible therefrom, and may sell and dispose of the same 
at the works and elsewhere; and may also manufacture, purchase, or hire and 
supply gas meters, fittings, gas stoves, and cooking and other apparatus. It 
40 shall not be lawful for the said Sanitary Authority to manufacture gas or any 
residual product* arising in the manufacture of gas on any lands except those 
above mentioned ; nor shall it be lawful for tbe Sanitary Authority to store gas 
on any lands except those above mentioned, within three hundred yards from 
any dwelling-house existing at the time when the undertakers propose to store 
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gas on such laud, without the consent in writing of the owner, lessee, and 
occupier of such dwelling-house. 

10. If any difference arise between the Sanitary Authority and any road 
authority, or any railway, canal, or other company, whose lands or works the 
Sanitary Authority have power to cross under the authority of this Order, as to 5 
the mode of laying down, repairing, altering, or enlarging their pipes, or the 
facilities to be afforded for the same, the same shall be settled by an engineer 
to be appointed by the Locrl Government Board for Ireland, at the request of 
either party. The costs of and incidental to such arbitration shall be paid by 
the Sanitary Authority, or by such road authority, railway, canal, or other 10 
company as aforesaid as such arbitrator shall decide. 

11. The Sanitary Authority may, subject to the provisions of this Order (but 
only for the purposes of the undertaking within the limits of supply, and not 
so as to acquire any exclusive right therein), contract for, take, and use any 
leave, licence, or authority to work, use, exercise, and put in practice any inven- 15 
tion under letters patent heretofore made or hereafter to be made granting any 
right or privilege of working, using, or vending any invention in relation to the 
manufacture, production, and distribution of gas, or the conversion, manufac- 
ture, or utilisation of any products obtainable in or arising from such manufacture 

or productions, or from the materials used therein. 20 

Quality of Gas. 

12. The quality of gas supplied by the Sanitaiy Authority shall, with 
respect to its illuminating power, be such as to produce a light equal in inten- 
sity to the light produced by fourteen sperm candles of six in the pound, and 
shall, in all respects, be in accordance with the provisions of the Gasworks 25 
Clauses Act, 1871. The Sanitary Authority shall, before supplying gas 
under the siuthority of this Order, provide and maintain a suitable photo- 
meter and other necessary appliances for the purpose of testing the quality 

of the gas, and shall ■ at all times keep the same in proper order and 
repair. 30 

Price of Gas. 

13. The price to be charged by the Sanitary Authority for gas supplied by 
them to consumers shall not exceed six shillings and eight-pence per one thou- 
sand cubic feet for gas supplied in places situate within a circle having for its 
centre the gasworks of the Sanitary Authority, and for its radius, one mile ; 35 
seven shillings per one thousand cubic feet for gas supplied in places situate 
beyond that circle, and so on in proportion for any less quantity supplied ; pro- 
vided, nevertheless, that every fraction of one hundred feet may be charged as 
one hundred feet ; and provided also, that at any time after the expiration of 
two years from the date of the passing of the Aet confirming this Order, the 40 
Local Government Board for Ireland may, if they think fit, upon application 
made as herein-after mentioned, by order, alter the maximum price to be charged 

by the Sanitary Authority, as aforesaid, for gas supplied to consumers within 
or beyond the said circle, and from and after the date of such Order the price 
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to be charged by the Sanitary Authority for gas supplied to consumers within 
or beyond the said circle shall not exceed the maximum price fixed by the 
Local Government Board for Ireland by such Order. The profits, if any, made 
by sale of gas or of any products arising in the manufacture of gas shall at the 
5 discretion of the Sanitary Authority, be applied by the Sanitary Authority 
towards defraying the expenses incurred and payable by the said Sanitary 
Authority in execution of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, or else in 
discharge of paying any moneys borrowed by the said authority in exercise of 
the borrowing powers herein-before contained. 

10 An application to the Local Government Board for Ireland for an alteration 
of the maximum price to be charged by the Sanitary Authority for gas may 
be made by the Sanitary Authority,' with respect to gas supplied either within 
or beyond the said circle and with respect to gas supplied within the said circle, 
by twenty inhabitant ratepayers within the said circle, and with respect to gas 
15 supplied beyond the said circle, by twenty inhabitant ratepayers beyond the said 
circle and within the limits of supply. 

Pressure of Gas. 

14. All gas supplied by the sanitary authority to any consumer of gas shall 
be supplied at such pressure as to balance from midnight to sunset a column of 
20 water not less than six-tenths of an inch in height, and to balance from sunset 
to midnight a column of water not less than eight-tenths of an inch in height 
at the main, as near as may be to the junction therewith of the service pipe 
supplying such consumer. 

Testing of Gas. 

25 16. The sanitary authority shall, within six months after the passing of the 

Act confirming this Order, cause to be provided at their works a testing place, 
with apparatus therein, according to the provisions of the Gasworks Clauses 
Act, 1671, and the burner to be used for testing gas shall be a Sugg's London 
Argand, No. 1, with a 6-inch by 1-and-f-inch glass chimney, and if at any time 
30 the gas flame tails over the top of the glass, a 6-inch by 2-inch chimney shall be 
used, and any gas examiner appointed under the Gasworks Clauses Act, 1871, 
for the purposes of this Order, may, from tune to time, subject to the terms of 
his appointment, at such testing place, or elsewhere, as and when he thinks fit, 
test the pressure at which the gas is supplied, and for that purpose may open 
35 any street, road, passage, or place vested in or under the control of any local or 
road authority. 

Miscellaneous. 

16. No penalty shall be incurred by the Sanitary Authority for insufficiency 
of pressure, defect of illuminating power, or for excess of impurity in the gas 

40 supplied by them, in any case, in respect of which it is proved that such 
insufficiency, defect, or excess was caused by an unavoidable cause or accident. 

17. Where any money is deposited by any person, by way of security, with 
the Sanitary Authority for the payment to them of all moneys which may 

[211.] C 
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become due to them by such person in respect of any supply of gas, or of the 
purchase or hire of any meter, the Sanitary Authority shall pay interest at the 
rate of five pounds per cent, per annum on every sum of ten shillings deposited 
by way of such security for every six months during which the same remains in 
their hands. 5 

18. Section one hundred and forty of the Companies Clauses Consolidation 
Act, 1845, shall be and is hereby incorporated with this Order, provided that, 
for the purposes of such incorporation, the expression “ tho Company ” in the 
said section shall be construed to mean the “ Sanitary Authority.” 

19. Nothing in this Order shall alter, vary, or affect any contract or agree- 10 
ment duly made, or any liability incurred, before the passing of the Act con- 
firming this Order with respect to the gasworks of, or the supply of gas by, the 
Gras Consumers Company, Newtownards (Limited). 

20. All the costs, charges, and expenses of and incidental to the applying 

for, preparing, obtaining, and confirming this Order, and otherwise in relation 
thereto, shall be paid by the Sanitary Authority. 15
